DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the amendment filed on May 25, 2010. 

2. Claims 1-10, 15-16 are canceled. Claims 11-14, 17-28 are now pending. 

The terminal disclaimer filed 05/25/2010 on disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 1 1/418,253 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 11-14 and 17-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most pertinent prior art known by the Examiner is listed in the attached form PTO- 
1449. Prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, do not teach or fairly suggest the 
claimed fluid dispensing container, comprising: a dispensing pump sealedly mounted on the 
container; a fluid product to be dispensed by the dispensing pump; and at least one low-boiling 
liquid, wherein a per cent by weight of the at least one low-boiling liquid is from 3% to 97% by 
weight of a total weight of the at least one low-boiling liquid and the fluid product, the fluid 
dispensing container does not comprise a pressurized gas, the at least one low-boiling liquid 
has a boiling point in the range from 15°C to 85°C at 760 mm Hg, and a vapor pressure of the at 
least one low boiling liquid is less than 1 Kg/cm 2 at 15°C and less than 2.8 Kg/cm 2 at 37.8°C. 
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Accordingly, the presently claimed invention as defined by claims 11-14, 17-28 is patentable 
with respect to prior art of record.
